WOOD JURY OUT: 
BRIBE OFFER MADE 


Member Tells the Court So as 
the Dynamite Planting 
Trial Ends. 


BOSTON, June 6.—The jury in the 
dynamite conspiracy case which grew 
out of the Lawrence textile strike, has 
been deliberating nine hours on the 
question of the guilt of the three-alleged 
conspiraters—William M, Wood, Presi- 
dent-of the. American Woolen Company; 
Freedrick BE, Atteaux, and Dennis J. 
Collins. At midnight Judge Crosby sent 
word to the jury that he would not re- 
ceive a verdict until 6 o’cloek to-mor- 
row. 


Just before court opened to-day, one 
of ghe jurors, Morris Shuman, told 
Judge Crosby that a man ‘had ap- 
proaches him last night with an offer 
of $200 and a life job if he would agree 
to vote as the would-be briber might 
direct. Shuman said he. did not know 
the man’s name, or which side he rep- 
resented, but thought he could identify 
him, The Grand Jury will investigate 
the incident to-morrow.

The retirement from the bench and 
the service of the United States Gov- 
ernment of District Judge WALTER C.

His de- 
cisions have been ‘just; his knowledge 
is ample, his years of toil have sé | 


bar of the Second District and~an 
enviable reputation for sagacity and 
integrity throughout the country.

that of Judge Nores’s, and very few, 
if any, of them are his equals: in 
capacity and learhing. To be sure, 
he is in the prime of life, and in the 
practice of law he can easily make}: 
a large yearly income. But the fact 
that he has retained his place on the 
bench, in spite of ‘the small salary, 
for six years, indicates that he would 
have willingly remained there for a 
salary of $12,000 or $14,000 a year. 
He is a man of the type that. is 
needed for Judgeships, and his loss 
is a matter-for. national, regret. 

Congress would do well to give 
some consideration to the meagre 
wages of Federal Judges. But the 
| trouble in Congress.is that when there 
is any money to spend the members 
know.too well where to spend it -for 
political advantage.

There only the criminals and the crim- 
inally inclined object to the plan, and 
their _ “objections, naturally, do not 
count. The uses are many, including 
the political and the social, and the 
facilitation of police work is, as it should 
be, merely incidental.

Too Narrow. marriage ceremonies 
spreading:among our clergymen that it 
promises soon to become general with 
them, and the eugenists, who not so 
long. ago were ‘derided by most of the 
people who. di@ not denounce them, feel 
that it isn’t such a bad world after all. 

Some ministers who are dadopting the 
new plan, however, fail to make it as 
advantageous as they should by a’ too 
cautious limitati#h of its scope.

Heredity is no longer a mystery, and 
it is as mych the clefgyman’s duty to 
prevent the visiting of parental misfort- 
unes as of parental sins on the coming 
generation.

THE KILLING OF. BIRDS 





Is , Partly Responsible for “Insect 


Pest Ravages. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your dispatch regarding the devasta- 
tion of the forest tent. caterpillar on 
Long Island could be paralleled by the 
story of the ravages of a closely al- 
lied. species in the counties of the Hud- 
son River. In a letter to the: writer, H. 
W. Henshaw, Chief'of the United States 
Biological. Survey, quotes. Dr. BH. *P. 
Felt, New York State Entomologist, as 
saying: 2 

Among repressive measures, perhaps, 
nothing -is so effective in forest entomol- 
ogy as encouraging or protecting the nat- 
ral enemies of insects .depredating on 
trees, chief among which may be ranked 
our. native imsectivorous birds. * * * 
The recent widespread and’ disastrous out- 
breaks of the forest tent caterpillar in 
New .York may be charged, in part at 
least, to the abnormal. scarcity of birds. 


The Biological Survey. gives. the fol- 
lowing birds as destroyers of the moth. 
larvae, or eggs of ‘the orchard ‘tent 
‘caterpillar, which is distinguished from 
its cousin of the: forest by inconspicu- 
ous markings and a more. exclusive 
taste in the species of tree which it 
infests. This is the list: 

Screech owl, yellow-billed cuckoo, black- 
billed cuckoo, hairy woodpecker, downy 
woodpecker, flicker, whippoorwill, chim- 
ney swift, wood. pewee, bluejay, crow, 
purple grackle, Baltimore and orchard ori- 
oles,..Brewer’s blackbird, red-winged black- 
bird, white-throated, chipping, and field 
sparrows, chewink, rose-breasted grosbeak, 
scarlet tanager, cedarbird, the vireos—red- 
eyed, white-cyed, warbling, and yellow- 
throated; the - warblers—black-and-white, 
golden-winged, Nashville, black-throated, 
blue, parula ‘and yellow; redstart, house 
wren, brown thrasher, catbird, tufted tit- 
mouse, Carolina, black-capped and chest-. 
mut-backed chickadees, white-breasted nut- 
hatch, and robin. 

We have laws against the shooting 
of birds, but it still goes on. Let every 
reader who is in the country, look at 
these hideous webs covering hundreds 
of ruined trees, and ask himself wheth/ 
er he is. doing hiS part toward gs woe 4 
bird murder. The crisis against which 
we have vainly warned is upon us. 
The insect..pests are beginning to in- 
crease beyond all bounds. Let every- 
one at once .and..sternly follow up 
every reported violation of the bir 
protection law and secure some much- 
needed -eonvictions, if we would pre- 
serve the remnant. of Roy birds.

‘Three years later 
he’ went to work for his father, continu- 
ing under his. direction in the study of 
naval architecture until 1859, when he 
became a partner in the’ business, then 
known as William Cramp & Sons. 4 

In 1879, after the death of his father, 
Charles H. Cramp, became -the. head of 
the mee. which in 1872 had been " 
corporated as the William’ Cram 
Sons’ Ship and ‘Engine Building bane 
eyes From that time on the firm was 

mportant factor in the building of 
the.new American Navy, and similarly 
n the development of foreign navies. 
This ineluded the pitting out of four ves- 
sels for the Russian Navy in 1879. At 
hat.period naval architects abroad who 
had charge of navy yards were all edu- 
cated at schools of naval architecture. 

There were few men, if any, so prom- 
inent in\the building of navies as Charles 

Cramp, ‘who had worked his way up 
from his. father’s workbench. In an.in- 
iid with the Grand Duke Constan- 
tine, the Lepage fi the present Eim- 
peror of Russia, and head of the. Rus- 
sian Navy, when the Cramps furnished 
the, four ships,-the Duke asked the 
American shipbuilder: 

““In what school of naval architecture 
were you educated? 

Mr. Cramp replied: 

“Your Imperial Hi hness, when I 
graduated from my father’s shipyard as 
a naval architect there were no schools 
of naval architecture. I belong to a 
race that made the schools of naval ar- 
‘chitecture.”’ 

The Cramps built the successor to 
the battleship Maine, destroyed in 
Havana Harbor. The second battleship 
Maine was built in 1902. While the firm 
has’ been prominent in naval. construc- 
tion it: has alsd built many of the larg- 
est.merchant ships. The ‘“ penalty sys- 
‘tem’ in naval construction was first 
‘proposed by Chariés:H,. Cramp.: This 
penalty system, which provided for. de- 
ducting a certain sum for every unit 

of power short of the contract guaranty, 
“was agreed to when. William C. Whit- 
ney was Secretary of the Navy. To 
make the contract entirely equitable, 
Secretary Whitney suggestéd that there 
should also be a corresponding premium 
for excess of performance. 

In the civil war the.Cramps built 
armor over wooden vessels that were 
known as “ ironsides,”’ and through the 
Stages. of development from wooden to 
the first iron and-+steel war vessels the 
firm has advanced to the present day 
eet ‘and armored dreadnoughts: Seven 

ips’ could be constriicted at ‘one time 
valet Cramp. shipyards, where fre- 
ante 8,000. men were employed at 
one time, and wheré the gear payroll 
sometimes -totaled $84,000.
